Hailed by a swirling and tu- 
multuous parade, the vote went the 
way that Alfred E, Smith had ad- 
vocated in a crackling speech rem- 
iniscent of his palmiest campaign 
day 

The vote showed the lines for 
favorites for the nomination split 
in instance after instance, The 
fominance of Franklin D, Roose- 
elt in seeking to top the ticket 
in ballotting to come tomorrow had 
no part, care having been taken 
by his organization early in the 
day to say that it was keeping 
“hands off,” leaving Roosevelt del- 
egates to vote as they would. 

Senator Cordell Hull, of Ten- 
nessee, led the losing attempt to 
confine the prohibition plank to 
an udvocacy of submitting a re- 
peal amendment to the people. 
Contrasting with the tumult that 
Al Smith and Gov, Albert C. 
Ritchie, of Maryland, inspired for 
their side, Hull had diffieulty hold- 
ing the audience at all. He and 
other opponents of pledging repeal 
were booed frequently and at times 
could hardly be heard for consecu- 
tive sentences. 

Just before the vote, Ritchie set 
off more roars of approval in say- 
ing “I haven’t the heart to keep 
you any longer from having a 
chatice to vote for repeal.” 

His supporters and those for 
Smith in the nomination hunt siez- 
ed upon their appearances on the 
speakers’ platform to set off dem- 
onstrations, while the Roosevelt 
partisans clung to their chairs. 
Shouts of approval greeted the sol- 
id votes of 94 by New York and 
76 by Pennsylvania for advocating 
repeal, while catcalls and hisses 
was the return that the vote of 22 
by Oklahoma on the submission 
side got.

Believing that a party platform

this to be the platform of the 
Democratic Party: 

The Democratic Party solemnly 
promises by appropriate action to 


put into effect the principles, poli-

We advocate: 

1. An immediate and drastie 
reduction of governmental expend- 
itures by abolishing useless com- 
missions and offices, consolidating 
departments and bureaus, and 
eliminating extravagance, to ac- 
complish a saving of not less than 
25 per cent in the cost of Federal 
Government; and we call upon the 
Democratic Party in the States to 
make a zealous effort to achieve a 
proportionate result, 

2. Maintenance of the national 
credit by a Federal budget annu- 
ally balanced on the basis of aec- 
curate executive estimates within 
revenues, raised by a system of 
taxation levied on the principle of 
ability to pay. 

3. A sound currency to be pre- 
served at all hazards; and an in- 
ternational monetary conference 
called on the invitation of our 
Government to consider the reha- 
bilitation of silver and related 
questions, 

4, A competitive tariff for rev- 
enue, with a fact-finding Tariff 
Commission free from executive 
interference; reciprocal tariff 
agreements with other nations; and 
an international economie confer- 
ence designed to restore interna- 
tional trade and facilitate ex- 
change, s 

5. Extension of Federal credit 
to the State to provide unemploy- 
ment relief wherever the diminish- 
ing resources of the States make 
it impossible for them to provide 
for the needy; expansion of the 
‘Federal program of necessary and 
useful construction affected with a 
public interest; such as flood con- 
trol and waterways, including the 
St. Lawrence-Great Lakes deep 
waterways; the spread of employ- 
ment by a substantial reduction in 
the hours of labor, the encourage- 
ment of the shorter week by ap- 
plying that principle in Govern- 
ment service; advance planning of 
publie works, 

; 6. Unemployment and old age 
insurance, under State laws. 

7. For the restoration of agri- 
culture, the nation’s basic industry, 
better financing of farm mortgages 
through reorganized farm bank 
agencies at low rates of interest, 
on an amortization plan, giving 
preference to credits for the re- 
demption of farms and homes solid 
under foreclosure; extension and 
development of the farm coopera- 
tive movement, and effective con- 
trol of crop surpluses so that our 
farmers may have the full benefit 
of the domestic market; enactment 
of every constitution measure that 
will aid the farmers to receive for 
basic farm commodities, prices in 
excess of cost. 

8. A navy and an army ade- 
quate for national defense, based 
on a survey of all facts affecting 
the existing establishments, that 
the people in time of peace may 
not be burdened by an expendi- 
ture fast approaching a_ billion 
dollars annually. 

9. Strict and impartial enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust laws to pre- 
vent monopoly and unfair trade 
practices, and revision thereof for 
the better protection of labor and 
the small producer and distributor; 
the removal of Government from 
all fields of private enterprise, ex- 
cept where necessary to develon 
public works and natural resources 
in the common interest. Conser- 
vation development and use of the 
nation’s water power in the pub- 
lie interest. 

We favor the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

To effect such repeal, we de- 
mand that the Congress immedi- 


measures by the several States as 
will aclually promote temperance,

We demand that the Federal 
Government effectively exercise its

(C) Exchanges trading in se- 
curities and commodities. 

11, Quicker methods of realiz- 
ing on assets for the relief of de- 
positors of suspended banks and 
a more rigid supervision of nation- 
al banks for the protection of de- 
positors and the prevention of the 
use of their moneys in speculation 
to the detriment of local credits. 

The severance of affiliated se- 
curities companies and the divorce 
of the investment banking from 
commercial banks; and further re- 
triction of Federal Reserve Banks 
in permitting the use of Federal 
Reserve facilities for speeulative 
purposes, 

12. The full measure of justice 
and generosity for all war veterans 
who have suffered disability or di- 
sease caused by or resulting from 
actual service in time of war, and 
for their dependents, 

13. A firm policy ineluding:: 
Peace with all the world and the 
settlement of international disputes 
by arbitration; no interference in 
the international affairs of other 
nations; the sanctity of treaties, 
and the maintenance of good faith 
and of good will in financial obli- 
gations; adherence to the World 
Court with the pending reserva- 
vations; the Pact of Paris abolish- 
ing war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy, to be made effective 
by provisions for consultation and 
conference in case of threatened 
violation of treaties; international 
agreement for reduction of arma- 
ments; and cooperation with na- 
tions of the Western Hemisphere 
to maintain the spirit of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, 

We oppose cancellation of the 
debts owing to the U. S. by for- 
eign nations. 

14, Independence for the Phil- 
ippines; ultimate statehood for 
Porto Rico; the employment of 
American citizens in the operation 
of the Panama Canal. 

15. Simplification of legal pro- 
cedure and reorganization of the 
judicial system to make the attain- 
ment of justice speedy, certain 
and at less cost. 

16., Continuous publicity of po- 
litical contributions and expendi- 
tures, strengthening of the Corrupt 
Practices Act, and severe penalties 
for misappropriation of campaign 
funds, 

We condemn: 

1. The improper and excessive 
use of money in political activities, 

2. Paid lobbies of special in- 
terests to influence members of 
Congress and other public servants 
by personal contact. 

83. Action and utterances of 
high public officials designed to 
influence stock exchange prices. 

4. The open and covert resist- 
ance of administrative officials to 
every effort made by congressional 
committees to curtail the extrava- 
gant expenditures of the Govern- 
ment, and to revoke improvident 
subsidies granted to favored in- 
terests. 

5. The extravagance of the 
Farm Board, its disastrous action 
which made the Government a 
speculator in farm products, and 
the unsound policy of restricting 
agricultural production to the de- 
mands of domestic markets. 

6. The usurpation of power by 
the State Department in assuming 
to pass upon foreign securities of- 
fered by international bankers, as 
a result of which billions of dol- 
lars in questionable bonds have 
been sold to the public upon the 
implied approval of the Federal 
Government. 

7. The Hawley-Smoot Tariff 
Law, the prohibitive rates of 
which have resulted in retaliatory 
action by more than 40 countries, 
created international economic hos- 
tilities, destroyed international 
trade, driven our factories into 
foreign countries, robbed the 
American farmer of his foreign 
markets, and increased his cost of 
production. 

Conclusion :— 

To aecomplish these purposes 
and to recover economic liberty, 
we pledge the nominees of this 
convention and the best effort of 
a great party whose founder an- 
nounced the doctrine which guides 
us now, in the hour of our coun- 
try’s need,—‘‘Equal rights to all.

Daily shipments of milk from 
Hale County are totaling 50,000 
pounds, The money thus received 
enables those 800 farmers to op- 
erate on a pay-as-you-go plan; and 
it is also a biy help to the Hale 
County merchants and bankers, A 
dozen trucks bring this milk to 
central points for shipment, 

Most of this milk is assembled 
in Greensboro for shipment to 
markets, The condensery of Lib- 
by, MeNeill and Libby at Tusea- 
loosa buys milk from the milk sta- 
tion here, ‘Two other trucks oper- 
ate through the north portion of 
the county, carrying milk direct to 
the Tuscaloosa plant. 

Commercial dairying in Hale 


County began about 30 years ago | 


with a few farmers around New- 
bern and Gallion. Several of the 
larger producers around these two 
towns are now producing “Grade 
A” whole milk and selling it in 
Birmingham, 

As dairying has developed dairy- 
men have improved their herds by 
better feeding, and they have im- 
proved their returns by better 
feeding and better management. 
Home production of feed is em- 
phasized, 

Mr, Lawson—who has been the 
leading figure in this development 
—says that the Clover Belt Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association, 
which was the second organized in 
Alabama, has meant much to dairy- 
men, It has enabled them to get 
rid of poor producers, to improve 
their breeding, to feed better, and 
to manage better, thereby receiv- 
ing larger net returns. 


American. Bankers 
Want County Agents 


Realizing that agriculture is the 
big basie business «of this nation 
and that the county agent is es- 
sential to the highest welfare of 
agriculture, the American Bankers’ 
Association, through its agricul- 
tural commission, is advising 
against retrenchment to the extent 
of disturbing county agents, or 
home demonstration agents. 

“When business comes back,” 
said the statement, “we cannot ex- 
pect it to proceed along the same 
highway or knock at the same door 
it did previously. Necessary ad- 
justments are bound to bring about 
new methods and new devices. 
Those who are alert will profit 
thereby; those who are waiting 
aimlessly for things to just happen 
may wake up some day to find 
that the business they have heen 
waiting for is already in the hands 
of wide-awake competitors, 

“Farming is no exception, To 
avert disaster and to effectively 
prepare for the future the farmer, 
like any other business man, needs 
expert advice. He must have a 
vital and close contact with his 
agricultural college and experi- 
ment station. The human medium 
through which this is accomplished 
is the county agricultural agent. 
His service is an investment, not 
an expense. 

“Any attempt to save taxes 
by dispensing with or limiting the 
efficiency of a good county agent, 
is a serious step backward. Com- 
pare taxes and ability to pay taxes, 
in counties with and without 
agents; the evidence is all in fa- 
vor of the county agent, 

“When the battle of economic 
deliverance is in progress is not 
time to discard a good soldiey or 
to question the need of an able 
captain, It is all right to reduce 


expenses, but a reduction that will! 


impair our capital and jeopardize 
our income may be false economy. 
If we have a good county agent, 
let’s uphold him and make it pos- 
sible for him to help lead us out 
of the wilderness.”

More Air Nitrogen 
For Alabama Farms 


AUBURN, Ala.—Billions of lit- 
tle nitrogen-gathering plants will 
operate on Alabama farms next 
winter and spring, They will be 
Austrian winter peas and _ hairy 
vetch, two winter legumes which 
are very popular among Alabama 
farmers und gaining rapidly in 
favor, 

J. C. Lowery, extension agron- 
omist at Auburn, says that annual 
plantings increased from almost 
nothing a dozen years ago to 3,- 
000,000 pounds of seed in the fall 
of 1931. He hopes that the 1931 
record will be equaled in the fall 
of 1982. With adequate finances 
it would be much larger, he ex- 
plained, 

“These little plants,” continued 
Mr. Lowery, ‘will grow during the 
winter and early spring. They will 
take nitrogen from the air and 
In addition 
they will produce a lot of humus, 
another important need of Ala- 
bama soils.” 

And this is the best way now 
known for Alabama farmers to en- 
rich their lands, he added. The 
cost is very low in comparison to 
commercial fertilizer and better 
results are obtained. A few dol- 
lars spent in the fall for seed, 
fertilizer and inoculation for win- 
ter legumes will prepare an acre 
of land to make big yields of ei- 
ther cotton or corv, or any other 
summer crop. planted after the 
winter legumes are plowed under 
next spring. 

By planting winter legumes the 
experiment station at Auburn and 
the county agents have found that 
Alabama farmers can increase 
their herds and flocks of livestock 
and poultry because they can pro- 
duce feed. Unless either hairy 
vetch or Austrian peas are planted 
in the fall it is” uneconomical to 
produce corn on most land in Ala- 
bama. 

Cotton, too, makes much bigger 
yields following ‘either hairy vetch 
or Austrian winter peas. Some of 
the best cotton yields in Alabama 
are being made following hairy 
vetch and Austrian peas, Mr. Low- 
ery said, Where this is done the 
winter legume adds all the nitro- 
gen needed, in addition to humus,
